The work which will be performed 
by the local offices is important not 
only to the community in which they 
are located but also to the country 
at large, These offices will perform 
a triple function. They will try to 
find suitable employment for people 
witlo are out of work ‘Ihey wiil also 
atienyi to find suitable workers 
sor employers who have vacancies on 
their ataifs. Finally, they ‘will 1 
with claims for benefit of insurable 
workers under the Unemployment 
insurance Pien. 

Mr. Ross pointed out that the em- 
ployment funccions of the local of 
{ices ure available to all unemployed 
workers whether they are insurabie 
or not, Any man or woman who is 
in need of work can apply to the Em- 
ployment and Claims office, There 
trained officals will interview him, 
find out what his working capabilites 
are, and do their utmost to locate 
suitable employment for him. Em- 
ployers will find that the new office 
is eager to assist them in supplying 
their needs for workers, 

Under the new arrangement, staffs 
of all local offices will be kept in 
touch with employment and working 
conditions including wage rates in 
every. portion of the Dominion, Mr. 
Ross said, Any employer or worker 
who desires may obtain such infor- 
metion. All services are rendered 
free of charge as the Dominion Gov- 
ernment pays the cost of administra- 
tion,

east to the mountains in the west.

Erosion Again 

Last summer, the writer encoun- 
tered a district in southern Manitoba 
in which erosion, probably by both 
wind and water, had gone so far 
that the top-soil had been entirely 
lost from the uplands. The crops 
| -were stunted and unhealthy. A 
letter was addressed to Dr. J. L. 
Doughty, Soil Research Laboratory, 
Swift Current, suggesting that he 
visit the area and attempt to ascer- 
tain the loss in fertility suffered by 
the eroded areas, 

Dr. Doughty surveyed the district 
and collected soil samples from the 
“white” eroded patches and from | 


adjacent dark areas at a distance of 
not more than fifteen or twenty feet. 
The results of laboratory analyses 


mawed tas the samples from proden of the earth.

Samples of the crops were also taken, 
and it was found that those growing 
on eroded soil contained 28 per cent 
less nitrogen than those on un- 
eroded soil and, of course, the yields 
would be substantially reduced. 

Dr. R. D. Bird secured, in the same 
area, an excellent color photograph 
of a fleld of summerfallow which is 
practically ruined by erosion. 

The results of Dr. Doughty's ex- 
periments, together with Dr. Bird’s 
photograph, are reproduced in a 
circular just published by the Agri- 
cultural Department of the Line 
Elevators’ Association, Copies may 
be secured through grain buyers of 
line elevator companies associated 
with this Department or from The 
North-West Line Elevators Associa- 
then, Winnipeg or Calgary.

Much hag appeared in the news lately of the measures taken by the 
Russians in this regard. They have effectively disrupted German announce- 
ments, broadcast news of German losses in Russia, and otherwise harrassed 
the rigidly controlled air waves of the Reich. There have been stories, too, 
of the brilliant “V for Victory’ campaign launched by the British Broad- 
casting Corporation. Results of this clever piece of propaganda are re- 
corded every day in uprising and unrest in the occupied countries. Vichy 
officials blame the unrest in France on this campaign, the full story of 
which will not be known until the people of the occupied countries have} 
joined with the free democracies in the final destruction of Nazi-ism,

What Plan Means 

National Church In Germany Would 
Supplant Those Now Existing 

The Christian Science Monitor 
published the abstract of an alleged 
Nazi plan for a national. church to 
supplant existing churches in the 
Reich and “annihiliate’ Christianity. 
The Monitor said that the scheme 
was advanced by Alfred Rosenberg, 
Nazi philosopher and _ policy-maker, 
but that this did not necessarily 
mean it would be carried out. 

The Rosenberg version of N. R. 
(National Reichskirche) would be 
formed along military lines with the 
sword the symbol instead of the cross 
and “Mein Kampf” the credo instead 
of the Bible, the Monitor said. 
other churches or religious orders 
would have to leave the Reich and 
there would be a strict ban on any 
religious group holding or receiving 
property. 

There would be no priests, clergy 
or scribes in the» new order, the 
Monitor's version related, and only 
Nazi party orators would have the 
right to speak in the churches, which 
would remain only in the architec- 
tural sense.

Gibraltar Strengthened | 


Vast Sub-Surface City 
Face A Siege } 

It is reassuring to learn from the | 
correspondent of the Times of Lon-| 
don that Gibraltar has been strength- 
ened greatly. For fifteen months, 
pneumatic drills have been boring | 
new galleries in the heart of the, 
Rock. The correspondent describes | 
the scene underground as still pre- 
senting a Dantesque picture of toil, 
although the work is close to com-| 
pletion. A vast sub-surface city can | 
now house the garrisonin case of | 
siege. There are available guns, | 
ammunition, food and a water sup- 
ply sufficient to enable defenders to, 
rival the famous endurance of 1779- 
83, when the Rock stood siege for 
more than three years. There is also} 
a well-protected fuel reserve for the! 
airplanes participating in the de- 
fence. 

Women, children and the aged 
have been banished from the popula- 
tion, which has come down from the 
normal 15,000 of peacetime to a fifth} 
of that number. almost all men be-| 
tween the ages of 18 and 45 engaged | 
in essential tasks. Some thousands | 
more are admitted daily from Span-) 
ish territory for civilian duties and 
are eager to enter because food and 
even luxuries are cheaper and more | 
plentiful there than in any town in 
Spain. This shifting population, 
however, must depart at nightfall 
and is admitted again only after the| 
strictest scrutiny. There is no black- 
out except in the event of an air-| 
raid warning, but naval posts and 
batteries are fully manned day and 
night. 

There are two probable eventual- 
ities in the changing kaleidoscope of 
this war which would bring Gibral-| 
tar back into the picture. One would 
be an Axis occupation of the Span- 
ish peninsula, bringing about an im-| 
mediate state of siege. The other) 
would be the cession by the Vichy) 
Government of its bases in North 
Africa. In the latter case, with at-) 
tacks coming from Oran and Casa-| 
blanca less than 300 miles away, 
Gibraltar would be in similar plight 
to the island fortress of Malta. 

It is good news that the British 
are making ready for either eventu- 
ality—New York Times.

A shepherd, with a farmer's walk, 
wide hat and leggings, follows his 
calling at a group of munitions fac- 
tories on the outskirts of Melbourne, 

With his dog and his flock of 
sheep, he is an incongruous figure 
among buildings from which comes 
the unceasing roar of machinery 
grinding out the implements of 
death. 

He and his sheep are important 
in the safe working of the place. 
Their purpose is simple—to keep 
down the grass. 

Spaces separating buildings scat- 
hundreds of 
acres must be well grassed, for dust 
and grit blown into danger buildings 
might cause friction in a machine, 
explosion of a charge, death to a 
man or many men. And long dry 
grass in summer might mean a grass 
fire, and obvious, terrible peril. 

So while danger bells ring warn- 
ing that no man may go near build- 
ings in which machines, controlled 
from a distance, mix potent agents 
of death, the sheep graze unper- 
turbed around. 

Except in so far as they may bring 
greater loss to the enemy and vic- 
tory in a cause worth more than 
money, the factory’s war products 
must be written off the nation’s ac- 
counts as dead loss the instant they 
explode; but the peaceful sheep 
make profits.
